OPENING SESSION. 

The Fifth American Whist Congress, in the absence 
of President John M. Walton, was called to order at 
10:50 A. M., by Vice-President Theodore Schwarz, who 
presided as Chairman, in the Drill Room at Masonic 
Temple, Minneapolis, Minn. 

The Chairman : If there is no objection, the Re- 
cording Secretary will act as Committee on Credentials. 

(No objection offered.) 

Mr. Walter H. Barney, Recording Secretary : I 
will nominate as Assistant Secretary Mr. B. D. Kribben, 
of St. Louis. 

The nomination was duly seconded and prevailed. 

The Chairman : The Secretary will please call 
the roll. 

The Secretary : I will call the roll, and if any 
delegates have not handed in their credentials, they 
will please present them. I would like also to have 
the members of the clubs present here answer the call 
of the roll of clubs so that we may know what clubs 
are represented here this morning.

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The Secretary : There are no honorary members 
present. 

The Chairman: I desire to announce that, by 
order of the Executive Committee, the entries for to- 
day's matches will not close until 1 2 o'clock, and that 
clubs having three of their members present will be 
permitted to complete a team of four by the addition 
of another player for competing in all matches except 
the Hamilton Trophy Contest. 

I desire to state, also, that all those holding rail- 
road certificates requiring to be stamped should pre- 
sent them to Mr. Brinsmaid, as some of you may leave 
to-mor row . ( Laughter.) 

I now desire to introduce to you Mr. E. J. Phelps, 
the President of the Minneapolis Chess, Checkers, and 
Whist Club. (Applause.) 

Mr. E. J. Phelps : 

Mr, President, Ladies and Gentlemen of the American Whist 
League: 

Your president just announced that there were some here 
-who would leave to-morrow, and I felt that there was one in 
the audience that would like to leave in less than half an 
hour, and I think you see that one before you. 

It becomes my duty and pleasant privilege, as President 
of the Minneapolis Chess, Checkers and Whist Club, to say a 
few words of welcome to the members of the American Whist 
League here assembled. The Minneapolis Whist Club has 
recently consolidated with the Minneapolis Commercial Club, 
one of our younger commercial organizations. The Minne- 
apolis Whist Club retains its independent organization. The 
number of Whist members is about twenty ; the Commercial

Club numbers between i,ioo and 1,200 members, and I have 
the pleasure, not only of welcoming you to the home of 
the Whist Club, but to the home of the Commercial Club, as 
well. 

We have met here to-day in a very informal way, and it 
is proper that a few words should be said. It seems to me 
that the American Whist League is an organization that will 
work great good to the members, and also to the society 
of the country. We need more of these kinds of out- 
ings, and we should meet more frequently upon the basis 
upon which we meet here to-day. You do not come here as 
politicians. I have not heard of a Republican, a Democrat, a 
silverite or a goldbug since we have been here, and, so far as 
I have been able to judge, not a remark regarding the future 
of a man's soul, consequently, there is no religious sect rep- 
resented. We need more of these outings. In this igth 
century, we are chasing too much after fabulous wealth, after 
political preferment, and after things that are certainly, it 
seems to me, not of as much consequence as coming together 
and playing a social game of whist. 

I might say to those who are liable to leave to-morrow 
that we congratulate you upon being assembled in the City 
of Minneapolis, and it is very gratifying to us to believe that 
some of you will have an opportunity to spend some of your 
time in seeing the attractions that we possess. In this con- 
nection I will call your attention to the fact that we have the 
largest flouring mills in the world. The capacity of our mills 
daily is 43,000 barrels of flour, or the product of 15,000 or 
20,000 acres of land. I do not wish to burden you with 
figures, although those who are in the habit of engaging in 
whist contests can more readily accept figures than others. 

Our lumber mills may interest you. We cut the largest 
number of feet of lumber of any mill in the country. Our 
public library may interest you with its 40,000 volumes ; our 
university with nearly 2,000 students ; the Guaranty Loan 
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Building, from the roof which you can see the 57 miles of 
our territory, in which are seven lakes comprising part of our 
park system. 

I wish also to call your attention to our sister city, St. 
Paul, and her beautiful residence streets, especially Summit 
Avenue, (Mr. Geo. W. Morse, of Boston : What is the popu- 
lation of St. Paul?) (Laughter.) She is now taking her 
census ; we can tell you about that later. In this connection 
I would like to say also that we are taking the census in Min- 
neapolis, and I trust that each one of you will in some way 
manage to have your name enrolled in the Minneapolis count 
before you leave. We need them. I do not wish to say that 
St. Paul needs them ; but she can't get them. 

I will not weary you with a long speech, but I wish to 
say in closing, that if you enjoy the meeting one-half as much 
as we shall enjoy your being here that you will go home from 
this convention feeling that it has been one of the pleasantest 
experiences in your life. (Loud applause.) 

The Chairman : 

On behalf of the ladies and gentlemen of this Congress 
present, I thank you for your very cordial welcome. I am 
sure that the Executive Committee of this League made 
no mistake when they selected Minneapolis as the place for 
holding this Congress. We come here not only to play with 
and to talk with you, but to have a good time, and if we 
do not have it I am sure that it will not be the fault of the 
good people of Minneapolis. We have already had a taste 
of your hospitality. We have been at Lake Minnetonka 
a(nd enjoyed its beauties, and I am sure that if you treat 
us as well hereafter as you have treated us in the past that 
we will have no ground for complaint. Indeed, as one 
gentleman said when asked how he had been treated, 
** Well," he said, " I couldn't begin to count the number of 
times.'* (Loud applause and laughter.) I do not make any 
personal allusions, (Laughter.) I am afraid that Mr. Phelps 
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has forestalled me by speaking of all the things of historic 
interest, and has taken away all my capital, so that I cannot 
enlarge upon them. Your flour mills are certainly the largest, 
and you do produce a very superior article of flour, but there 
is one thing Mr. Phelps did not dwell upon, and one thing 
that you do produce that is of a still better quality — you do 
produce a very superior article of whist. (Applause and 
hand-clapping.) The name of Mitineapolis has become a 
household word in every city, town and village, more, I say, 
from your whist than it has from your flour. (Applause.) I 
know that every gentleman present will look forward with 
regret to the time of our departure, and when that time 
arrives I am sure that we will carry home with us nothing 
but the most pleasant memories of the City of Minneapolis. 
(Loud applause.) 

The Chairman : 

Ladies and Gentlemen — 

I know that everybody here will join with me in 
regreting that President Walton is not present with 
us to-day. He has addressed a formal communication 
to this Congress, which is brought here by Mr. Gustavus 
Remak, Jr., of Philadelphia, and we will call upon Mr. 
Remak to step forward to the platform and read that letter. 

Mr. Remak responded by reading the following 

letter : 

Philadelphia, Pa., June 15, 1895. 

To the Officers and Members of the American Whist League: 

Gentlemen— Owing to the imperative demands and ex- 
acting duties of a public office, I am obliged to announce my 
inability to preside over the Fifth American Whist Congress. 
To say that my unavoidable absence afflicts me with a keen 
disappointment is to meagerly express my feelings. It has 
been my privilege to attend every Congress except the one 
now in session. Though I am deprived of the pleasure of 
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meeting with you, yet my interest in everything which per- 
tains to the welfare of the ** League '' is marked by no abate- 
ment. 

In these assemblies have been wrought the stronger 
links which bind us together in a unity of purpose for advanc- 
ing the game to scientific excellence. It is gratifying to note 
its increasing popularity among gentlemen who seek culture 
while taking recreation, and the acquisition of skill while cul- 
tivating the amenities of social intercourse. 

The prominent position which the Clubs of the Ameri- 
can Whist League now occupy has been reached through the 
intelligence, fidelity and loyalty of a progressive membership. 
There is no doubt that the good judgment exercised in the 
admission of members has contributed largely to this ad- 
vancement. 

As long as our contests are not proiApted by motives of 
gain, they will commend themselves to the consideration of 
honorable and cultured men of all ages, and to maintain the 
integrity of the name of our great American Whist League, 
so favorably known throughout the land, the policy inau- 
gurated of deprecating the playing for profit should be fear- 
lessly adhered to. 

I send my hearty congratulations to this Congress, and 
sincerely hope that its sessions may strengthen among us 
that friendship which is the '* Crown of all social systems 
and the sunlight of human existence.'' 

In conclusion, I desire to record, as the gavel is trans- 
ferred to the hands of another, my grateful acknowledgment 
of your kindness, and the honors which you have conferred 

upon me.

Mr. Remak: I want to say a word or two in 
President Walton's behalf in amplifying the opening 
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sentence, as I have talked with him frequently the last 
few days before leaving Philadelphia, and that is to 
assure you that he rightly says that no words could ex- 
press his sorrow, his mortification, his grave disap- 
pointment tjiat he could not be with you. I really 
think that he is suffering the disappointment of his life, 
and that it is akin to that of mortal bereavement. 

The Chairman : I do not think that it is neces- 
sary on my part to add anything to the words con- 
tained in this letter. I may say, however, a few words 
in regard to that part of the letter that refers to con- 
tests which are not prompted by gain. Now, at the 
first Congress Mr. S afford presented a resolution 
which put this League on record as being opposed to 
playing for stakes; the record of the League has been 
straight in this matter, and you can see by the words 
of Capt. Walton that he desires to bring that subject 
to your notice. I am not sure that anything more is 
necessary to be said on that subject. 

I desire to call your attention to the fact that the 
League is now an incorporated body, and the provis- 
ions of the old Constitution have become the by-laws of 
the new corporation. There may be some matters 
that will come before you, and if they do they will 
require very earnest thought and careful consideration. 
I trust that you will give them all the attention they 
deserve. 

Mr. J. H. Briggs, of Minneapolis. I wish to make 
a motion that the Chair be instructed to appoint the 
following committees : 
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A Committee of five on Finance. 

A Committee of five on Nominations. 

A Committee of seven on By-Laws. 

The motion was duly seconded, put and carried. 

The Chairman : The Chair will announce these 
committees later in the day. 

Mr. J. H. Briggs: I wish to announce that the 
pair contest will be held in this room, A part of the 
contest for the Hamilton Trophy will be held in the 
club room at the Commercial Club, and part of it at 
the parlors of the West Hotel. 

Mr. E. J. Phelps : I would like to make an an- 
nouncement. 

I wish to announce that the Minneapolis Club, 
which is the oldest social club in the city (Mr. Long- 
brake is now, I see, distributing to those present cards 
of invitation to the Club) does not usually distribute 
these cards until after the guests are registered, and it 
is done so now with the request that each one of you 
will register. The Club is located at the corner of 
Sixth St. and First Ave. South. The Commercial Club 
is located in the Kasota Building, at the corner of 
Fourth St, and Hennepin Ave. 

The Chairman : The next thing in order is the 
reading of the; report of the Recording Secretary. 

Mr. W. H. Barney, Recording Secretary, here 
read his report, which was adopted and ordered to be 
filed. (The report is given in full in appendix.) 

The Chairman : The treasurer will now please 
read his report. 
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Mr. Benj. Richards, Treasurer, then read his re- 
port. (The report is given in full in appendix.) 

Mr. W. H. Barney : I move that the report of 
the Treasurer be received and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance. 

The motion was duly seconded, and, upon being 
put, prevailed. 

Mr. W. H. Barney : I move that we now take 
a recess of fifteen minutes in order to permit the Chair- 
man to make up his Committees. 

The motion was duly seconded, put, and prevailed. 

A recess was here taken. 

At the expiration of the fifteen minutes the Chair- 
man called the Congress to order in the following 
words : 

The Congress will please come to order. The 
Chair has appointed the following named gentlemen to 
serve on these various committees :

The announcement of the names was followed by 
applause, and there were cries for "Elliott" and 
applause. 

Mr. E. S. Elliott, of Milwaukee, responded as 
follows: 

Gentlemen of the League: 

I thank you for the kind compliment that you pay me. 
I was told, just before rising, that the Daughter of the 
League, Miss Kate I. Wheelock, desired me to speak, 
which reminds me that the ''Daughter of the League** is 
about leaving us for Europe, where she will meet our hon- 
orary members, Cavendish, Pole and Drayson, and I move 
you that, by her hands, we send the regrets of this Congress 
that they are unable to be present, together with assurances 
of our esteem and sincere regard. 

(Loud applause.) 

The motion was duly seconded, put and prevailed. 
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The Chairman: The Executive Committee of the 
League has received a communication from the Amer- 
ican Whist Club of Boston asking a ruling on certain 
private conventions practiced by the team represent- 
ing that club. The Executive Committee passed a 
resolution in compliance with that request, and I ask 
Mr. Barney to please read it 

Mr. Barney here read resolution as follows : 

The committee acknowledges the right of contestants to 
use any well-known and established method of play, and any 
original method not given a secret pre-arranged meaning; 
but this committee emphatically disapproves of private con- 
ventions, and defines a private convention to be any unusual 
method of play based upon a prior secret agreement. 

The Chairman : The Chair desires further to 
state that one of the American Whist Teams has pub- 
lished in the Minneapolis Tribune a list of such con- 
ventions as they are practicing. You will find them 
here and you can get copies. 

Mr. E. L. Smith, of Albany : I move the adop- 
tion of the resolution by the League. 

The motion was seconded, put and carried. 

The Recording Secretary : Mr. President, by 
direction of the Executive Committee, in accordance 
with the suggestion made at the last Congress, appli- 
cation was made to the General Assembly of the State 
of Rhode Island for a charter, and subsequently an 
application was made for an amendment thereof, and 
by direction of the Executive Committee I move that 
the League accept the provisions of an act entitled

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" An act to incorporate the American Whist League," 
passed at the January session, 1895, of ^^^ General 
Assembly of the State of Rhode Island, and of an act 
in amendment thereof passed at the May session, 1895, 
of said General Assembly. (See appendix.) 
The motion was seconded, put and carried. 

The Recording Secretary : By the direction of 
the Executive Committee, at their meeting held at the 
time of the organization under the charter, a sub-com- 
mittee was appointed to draft a code of by-laws. At 
that meeting the provisions of the old constitution of 
the League were adopted as the by-laws of the new 
corporation until other arrangements could be made, 
and this sub-committee was appointed to draft a code 
of by-laws to be presented to the Executive Commit- 
tee. They have drafted that report and presented it 
to the Executive Committee, by which it was consid- 
ered at their meeting last evening and amended in a 
number of details. By direction of the Executive 
Committee I move that as so amended it be received 
and referred to the Committee on By-laws. 

The motion was duly seconded, put and carried. 

The Recording Secretary : I move that when 
we adjourn, that we adjourn to 1 1 o'clock to-morrow 
morning. 

The motion was seconded, put and carried. 

Mr. M. C. Work : I move that a committee of 
three be appointed by the Chair to consider the sub- 
ject of a tournament by correspondence and to report 
at a subsequent session. 
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The Recording Secretary : I second that motion. 

Upon being put the motion prevailed. 

The Chairman : Mr. Longbrake, of the Minne- 
appolis Club, desires me to announce that if any of 
the delegates have not received cards extending to 
them the privileges of the Minneapolis Club, they may 
get them on application to him. The gentleman is 
standing over there on the right. 

The Secretary: Mr. President, I move that we 
do now adjourn. 

The motion was duly seconded, put and carried. 



WEDNESDAY MORNING, JUNE 19, 1894. 

SECOND SESSION. 

The meeting was called to order at 1 1:15 o'clock 
by Vice-President Theodore Schwarz in the following 
words : 

Gentlemen, you will please come to order. The 
Secretary will read the minutes of the last meeting. 

Mr. B. D. Kribben, Assistant Recording Secre- 
tary, here read the minutes. 

Mr. p. J. Tormey: I move you that the minutes 
as read be approved. 

The motion was duly seconded, put and prevailed. 

The Chairman: I desire to make the following 
announcement: A meeting of the Committee on 
Nominations will take place at Room 330, West Hotel, 
at 10 o'clock to-morrow morning. If there are any 
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gentlemen present who desire to go before that com- 
mittee and make any suggestions, the committee will 
be glad to receive and hear them. 

I have also to say that Mr. Briggs, on the part of 
the Minneapolis Chess, Checkers and Whist Club, has 
given notice that the cup which it donated was left 
with the Executive Committee. 

Mr. E. L. Smith : I will say further that the cup 
was donated to the Congress by the Minneapolis 
Chess, Checkers and Whist Club to be used as an 
annual trophy to be played for by pairs at our annual 
Congresses. The Executive Committee accepted it, 
and I now move you, sir, that the American Whist 
League accept this trophy for the purpose for which it 
was donated, and that we return our sincere thanks to 
the Minneapolis Chess, Checkers and Whist Club for 
its generous donation. 

Mr. p. J. ToRMEv: I second that motion. 

The motion was put and prevailed. 

Mr. E. L. Smith : In order that there may be no 
question about the matter, I move you that the Execu- 
tive Committee have full power to formulate rules in 
detail for the government of this trophy. 

Mr. E. C. Kieb : I second that motion. 

The motion was put and carried. 

The Chairman : In view of the fact that there 
are certain contemplated changes to be made in the 
rules governing the American Whist League trophy, I 
desire to give notice to those gentlemen who are going

to participate in this contest of that fact. They are 
somewhat to this effect: That the holder of that 
trophy will have to take it and be prepared to defend 
it at the mid-winter meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Assistant Secretary Kribben : Gentlemen, I wish 
to state that several clubs have answered the roll-call, 
but have failed to hand in their credentials. AH dele- 
gates who have not handed in their credentials will 
please do so at the earliest possible moment. Cre- 
dentials from five clubs were then presented. 

The Chairman : Gentlemen, I desire to state 
that the time for entries in the match for the progres- 
sive fours this afternoon has been extended from lo 
o'clock to 1 2 o'clock. Now, it is very important that 
there should be no delay in this match as there was in 
yesterday's club contest for pairs, and such parties as 
desire to participate in that match will, I hope, be pres- 
ent on time. 

Mr. p. J. ToRMEY : I would like to state that it 
would be an excellent idea for those who expect to 
enter this contest to enter their names. Yesterday 
there was a delay of 45 minutes caused simply by 
carelessness. 

Mr. E. L. Smith : I understand that those enter- 
ing will be compelled to do that. This is not a repre- 
sentation of clubs. The contestants must play under 
a name, not necessarily the name of a club, but a name. 

I ask permission to say, and to emphasize what 
the Chairman has stated in regard to the necessity for 
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prompt attendance. Fix it in your minds to be here 
promptly. If you do not want to play in these matches 
for fours do not enter, and if you want to enter, be 
here on time. 

Mr. p. J. ToRMEY : I would like to state that, as 
I expect to have charge of this tournament, if there are 
any members here, single players, that want to get 
into a team of fours, there will be two or three oppor- 
tunities for them to do so. I know of several that will 
help to make up teams. 

The Chairman: Mr. Weems will now read his 
report as Corresponding Secretary. 

Mr. R. H. Weems here read his report, which was 
adopted and ordered filed. (The report is set forth 
in detail in appendix.) 

Mr. W. H. Barney, Recording Secretary, here 
entered the room and said : 

I am requested by the Chairman of the Committee 
on By-laws to announce that that committee should 
now be in session, and that members of that committee 
are requested to withdraw and meet at room 330 
West Hotel. 

Mr. E. C. Kieb : I move that we adjourn to meet 
at 1 1 o'clock to-morrow morning. 

The motion was seconded, put and carried. 
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THURSDAY MORNING, JUNE 20, 1895. 

THIRD SESSION, 

The meeting was called to order at ii:io a. m. by 
Vice-President Theodore Schwarz in the following 
words : 

Gentlemen, you will please come to order. The 
reading of the minutes of the previous meeting will 
be the first order of business. 

Assistant Recording Secretary Kribben here read 
the minutes of the previous meeting. 

Mr. Weems : I move that the minutes as read be 
approved. 

The motion was duly seconded and carried. 

The Chairman : The Chair appoints the follow- 
ing gentlemen a committee to consider the subject of 
a tournament by correspondence, in accordance with 
the resolution offered by Mr. Work, of Philadelphia :

Mr. R. H. Weems : Is that up for action ? 

The Chairman : No, it was left for the Chair to 
appoint. 

Mr. R. W. Weems: Well, I was simply going to 
suggest to the Chair that there are two gentlemen in 
the East there. 
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The Chairman : That was not done without con- 
sultation. Mr. Howell and Mr. Work have the 
whole thing in their minds and probably have it well 
digested by this time. 

The Chairman : I desire to announce to the Con- 
gress that the Brooklyn Whist Club, expressed through 
Mr. Weems, to the Executive Committee of the 
League, its desire that the next Congress be held in 
the City of Brooklyn, and that the Executive Commit- 
tee accepted the invitation with thanks. 

Are any of the committees ready to report ? 

Assistant Recording Secretary Kribben: On 
behalf of Mr. Morse, the chairman of the Committee 
on Finance, I wish to offer the following report :

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FRIDAY MORNING, JUNE 21, 1895. 

FOURTH SESSION. 

Pursuant to adjournment the meeting was called 
to order at 1 1 a. m., Vice-President Theodore Schwarz 
presiding. 

The Chairman : The Congress will please come 
to order. The Recording Secretary will please read 
the minutes of the previous meeting. 

Assistant Recording Secretary Kribben here read 
niinutes of meeting held June 20th. 

Mr R. H. Weems : I move the adoption of the 
minutes as read. 

Motion seconded, put and carried. 

The Chairman : Are any of the committees ready 
to report ? 

Mr. Barney, Recording Secretary : Before tak- 
ing up the reports of committees I have one matter 
which I wish to call up. In addition to the City of 
Brooklyn, which extended an invitation for the next 
Congress, an invitation was also received from Ashe- 
ville, North Carolina, for the Congress of 1896, and at 
the session of the Executive Committee this morning, 
the committee declined the Asheville invitation with 
thanks, but directed that the communication be com- 
municated to the Congress. It is as follows : 

To the Fifth Congress of the American Whist League: 

The Asheville Whist Club of Asheville, North Carolina, 
extends to this League a cordial invitation to hold its next, 
or some future meeting, in that city. They are fitting up 
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new and commodious club rooms, and are in every way pre- 
pared to take care of such a meeting. The hotel accommo- 
dations are unsurpassed by any city in the South, it being a 
well-known resort.

ASHEVILLE WHIST CLUB.

The Recording Secretary : I move that it be 
received and spread upon the records. 

The motion was duly seconded and prevailed 
unanimously. 

Mr. E. S. Elliott : I desire to introduce the fol- 
lowing resolution . 

Resolved^ That this Congress has received, with sincere 
regret, the announcement of the inability of President John 
M. Walton, to attend upon its deliberations. 

Resolved further, That the thanks of this Congress be 
tendered to President Walton for his assiduous efforts to pro- 
mote the welfare of the American Whist League, and for the 
ability with which he has presided over its affairs. His wis- 
dom has excited admiration, his firmness has commanded 
respect, while his courtesy and impartiality have won sincere 
and lasting esteem. The American Whist League owes to 
him a debt of gratitude that it can never hope to repay. 

Mr. E. S. Elliott : I move its adoption. 

The motion was seconded and carried unani- 
mously. 

The Recording Secretary : I have a matter 
which I would like to bring up. It is with regard to 
the League cards. Our former contract for cards 
expired last fall. We were under negotiations for a 
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new contract at the time of the meeting of the last 
Congress, but, at the special request of the United 
States Playing Card Company, matters were left open 
for them to submit further designs and bids under the 
guarantee of their agent that there should be no 
jhange in the situation until the time at which they 
should report to us, at some time after the first of 
July. Contrary to that promise and agreement on 
their part, a contract was made between the Card 
Companies and a lot of offers which had been sub- 
mitted to us were withdrawn, and the prices asked 
were nearly or quite doubled. They informed us that 
in order to obtain a card with our own design upon it 
we would have to pay $72.00 a gross and order in 
lots of $1,000.00 at a time. Negotiations were after- 
wards opened with the American Playing Card Com- 
pany of Kalamazoo, and a very satisfactory arrange- 
ment has been made with them. You have had a 
chance to see the cards at this Congress. They are 
green, having been recently manufactured, and by no 
means as good as they will be after a little age has 
improved them. However, there is no card on the 
market to-day of like quality that can be sold for the 
price asked, which is $18.00 a gross to $27.00 a gross 
to League clubs. No person can obtain cards of that 
quality at that price in this country at this time. They 
bear our design, they are made for us, and I believe 
that you will find that they will satisfy the needs of all 
our clubs. Not only do you get the cards at a low 
price, but the League receives a special rebate on all 
that are sold. So this calls for some loyalty and en- 
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deavor on our part to sell as many as we can, and I 
hope that all clubs of the League will take hold of this 
matter and push the League cards among their mem- 
bership. The more cards we sell, the better terms 
we will be able to obtain. I think it should be a mat- 
ter of pride that all League clubs should use League 
cards. We can help the League, and at the same 
time we can furnish our clubs with better cards and at 
a better price. 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse : Has there been any an- 
nouncement made of this ? 

The Recording Secretary: A circular was sent 
out by the Card Committee to every club in the 
League and should have been posted. There will be 
further steps taken to send out an additional circular 
with samples. 

Mr. E. Leroy Smith : Mr. President, I am of the 
impression that the circular that was sent out did not 
state the fact that the clubs patronizing the manufact- 
urer with whom we have a contract conferred a favor 
upon the League, or, rather, that the League obtained 
revenue if League clubs bought their cards of it. I 
believe that should be emphasized in any further com- 
munications which may be sent out. 

The Recording Secretary : It was so stated in 
the circular sent out. 

Mr, Elliott: The Committee on By-laws are 
ready to report. I will ask Mr. Barney to read the 
report. 
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The Recording Secretary then read the report of 
the Committee on By-laws. (The report is set out in 
full in appendix.) 

Mr. E. S. Elliott : I move the adoption of the 
By-laws as reported. 

Mr. R. H. Weems : I second that motion. 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse : There is one thing that 
occurred to me in connection with the report, and that 
is in regard to the judges. While there is a general 
rule that the decision of a majority of a public body is 
sufficient, I think that, this not being a public body, a 
question might possibly arise, and I move that this 
provision, which I regard as a very important one, be 
so amended that a decision of the majority would be 
sufficient, so that no question could be raised here- 
after. 

The Recording Secretary : Mr. President, I think 
that is not necessar}', because their decision is not 
binding any further than the moral force which is 
given to it. 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse : Well, all the binding force 
would be open to dispute if there was a majority one 
way. This being a private body, not a public one, it 
appears to me that it should be so amended. 

Mr. E. S. Elliott : It seems to me, Mr. Presi- 
dent, that that would hardly be necessary. You have 
three judges to whom matters in dispute relative to 
the laws are to be referred. They would naturally, if 
they disagreed, give their separate opinions, and their 
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separate opinions would be published in "Whist." 
Now we are in the peculiar position of having adopted 
a code of laws, but so far as the action of constituent 
clubs is concerned within their own domains we have 
no power whatever to enforce those laws, The most 
that we can do is to construe the laws and leave to the 
clubs themselves their enforcement, so that if the com- 
mittee disagrees there must be a majority who do 
agree since there are three on the committee; and if 
their opinions are published, it seems to me that that 
answers every purpose. We cannot enforce their 
opinions, in any event, upon the League Clubs. 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse : Well, I do not think, Mr. 
President, that I am understood. My point is this, 
that in the by-laws as drafted, the decision of these 
judges shall be made final. 

The Recording Secretary : No, that was stricken 
out at the committee meeting. 

Mr. E. L. Smith : If I may be permitted, Mr. 
President, to say just a word. Mr. Elliott, it seems to 
me, has suggested a thought that it is possible that 
their decision should be final at our League Con- 
gresses and they should be binding upon the League 
clubs. Supposing a question of interpretation of the 
law comes up here in an important match, now It 
seems to me that the decision of the majority of the 
Board of Judges should be the final decision — it should 
be binding upon those interested in the decision. 

Mr. E. S. Elliott : It is quite possible that the 
judges would liot have anything to say as arbiters of 
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the League matches. You have your Tournament 
Committee to whom such questions are referred, and 
it is quite probable that future Congresses will refer 
such matters to your Tournament Committees. 

Mr. E. L. Smith : And the appeal would be to 
the Executive Committee, which, of course, is higher 
authority than the appointed judges. 

Mr. E. S. Elliott : I presume so. 

Mr. E. L. Smith : Then I have no objection. 

The motion was here put and carried by a unani- 
mous vote. 

Mr. Elliott was here called to the chair. 

Mr. E. S. Elliott : Is the Committee on Nomi- 
nations ready with its report ? 

Mr. Henry A. Mandell : It is, Mr. Chairman. In 
the absence of the Chairman of this committee, the commit- 
tee has asked me to make the report. I desire to say that 
the committee was unanimous in every conclusion that it 
arrived at, and they desired me to report for the various offi- 
cers, as follows : 

For President — Theodore Schwarz, of Chicago. 

(Applause.) 

For Vice-President — Walter H. Barney, of Providence. 

(Applause.) 

For Recording Secretary — B. D. Kribben, of St. Louis. 

(Applause.) 

For Corresponding Secretaryr---K, H. Weems, of Brooklyn. 

(Applause.) 

For Treasurer — B. L. Richards, of Rock Rapids, Iowa. 

(Applause.) 
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And for Directors for the full term of three years — 
Messrs. Geo. L. Bunn, Geo. H. Fish, Geo. W. Morse, 
GusTAvus Remak, Jr. 

And I understand, Mr. President, that there is a vacancy 
that now exists in the Executive, Committee by reason of 
the resignation of Mr. Briggs, and the Committee desires to 
nominate to fill that vacancy for the term of two years, Mr. 
Arthur G. Remington, of Tacoma. 

The report of Committee on Nominations was 
unanimously adopted. 

Mr. E. S. Elliott : President Schwarz, will you 
please resume your place. (Prolonged applause.) It 
is an honor, gentlemen, for any man to give way to 
such a president. (Applause.) 

President-elect Schwarz : 

Gentlemen — 

1 am unable to find language to express my appreciation 
of the high honor you have conferred upon me. It is cer- 
tainly a great compliment to be elected president of this 
League, and it was a happy thought that conceived the idea 
of bringing us together here every year. The League has 
been a great success — a success in every way, not only from 
a social point of view, but from a high educational point of 
view as well. There is no reason that I can see why it should 
not continue to grow and develop. Differences of opinion 
may sometimes exist among us, but as long as there is a spirit 
of mutual forbearance there is no reason why they cannot 
always be reconciled. 

I thank you for the high honor you have conferred 
upon me. 

(Loud applause. ' Cries of "Barney.") 
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Vice-President-elect Barney : 
Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Congress — 

I thank you for this additional proof of your personal 
friendship and your confidence. 1 thank you for it person- . 
ally, because I take it to be a token that the work which I 
have endeavored to do according to the best of my ability 
during the past four years has been in some measure satis- 
factory to you. It has been a position requiring a good deal of 
labor, but that labor has been one of love. I have enjoyed 
it, and I hope it has been of some service to the cause of 
Whist and to the cause of the American Whist League. In 
the new position which you have conferred upon me I trust 
that I shall be able, possibly not to the same extent, but still to 
some extent, to serve you. I feel it to be a position of very 
great honor to me personally, and I feel it also to be a posi- 
tion for which 1 should thank you in behalf of the New 
England portion of the League. New England has not been, 
up to this time, so largely represented in the League as have 
some other portions of the country. We have only, I believe, 
twelve or thirteen clubs in New England that are members 
of the American Whist League. I hope that when another 
Congress meets to see that number doubled. New England 
has an organization of whist clubs numbering thirty five, and 
which should within a year number at least fifty, and which 
should be a power for the cause of good whist in this coun- 
try ; and in their behalf I also thank you for this elevation to 
the office of Vice-President of the American Whist League, 
and for the provisions which you have made by which they 
can be brought in as an auxiliary of the American Whist 
League. 

(Prolonged applause. Cries of " Kribben.") 
Recording Secretary-elect Kribben responded as 
follows : 

Gentlemen — Although comparatively young among the 
members of the League, yet, for that reason, I should feel.

an^ do feel, particularly honored by my election to this high 
office. All that I can say, gentlemen, is this, that I hope to 
succeed in carrying out and performing the duties of my 
office with nearly that zeal and ability which has so notably 
characterized my predecessor in office, Mr. Barney. 

(Prolonged applause. Cries of " Weems.") 

Corresponding Secretary- elect Weems responded 
as follows : 

Gentlemen — It would be affectation on my part if I were 
to disclaim any appreciation of the high honor which I have 
received at the hands of the American Whist League in 
being made its corresponding secretary, and continued again 
this year. I prefer, however, to work for the good of whist, 
and especially for the interest of the American Whist League, 
rather than to talk, and I shall hope that in the future, as in 
the past, I shall lose no opportunity to do everything that 
lies in my power to contribute to the success and spread of 
that cause which we all love so well. 

(Applause. Cries of " Morse.") 

Mr. Geo, W. Morse : I yield to the younger and 
handsomer man, Mr. Fish. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Geo. H. Fish: No, no; go on. 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse : 

Mr, President — I will speak for all of us (referring to newly 
elected directors). At a dinner given during the past year 
to the Newton team, of which I am a proud member — there 
were present about 250 members of the Newton Club — I said 
at that dinner that I considered my election to be a director 
of the American Whist League as a much higher honor than 
it would be for my friends at Newton to elect me to represent 
them in Congress, and I felt it. I gave my reasons as fol- 
lows : Any kind of a fellow could be elected to Congress; all 
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that he has to know is just how to manipulate, and if he does 
not know how to manipulate he can get somebody else to do 
it for him. But I venture to say that this American Whist 
League represents a larger number of merchants, of bankers, 
of lawyers, of teachers, of intelligent, educated people, than 
perhaps any other organization in the United States, 
certainly with one or two exceptions, and to be a 
director of such a body of men I consider- a very 
high honor. It is a position I never sought, knew 
nothing about, did not know 1 was to have it until I 
got to Philadelphia. I certainly expressed at that dinner as 
strongly as 1 could now my feelings upon this question. To 
be elected for three years is very satisfactory, because the 
members evidently appreciate, as everybody does, the un- 
known and unexpected, and at some time or other I may do 
something. Brother Barney and I, during the past year 
have done more work than — but it is obnoxious to put it com- 
paratively. We have organized in New England 25 clubs, 
all within one year, and have created an enthusiasm there 
that will bring all the clubs into the League, which we are 
going to do to-morrow under the by-laws just adopted, and 
that is no small piece of work in a community so conserva- 
tive as New England. 

Vice- President-elect Barney ; I am directed by 
the President to announce that the first meeting of the 
Executive Committee for the coming year will be held 
to-morrow morning at Room 330, West Hotel, imme- 
diately after the close of the business session of the 
Congress. All members of the Executive Committee 
should be present, as there are matters of very great 
importance to come before the meeting. 

Mr. M. C. Work : Mr. President, the Committee 
on Conference Tourney begs leave to report : 
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The Committee on Correspondence Tourney begs leave 
to report that, in its opinion, such a tournament between 
clubs would be of great benefit to the League and the con- 
testing clubs. 

Your committee therefore respectfully suggests that the 
Congress approve the holding of such a tourney during the 
coming winter, and that it authorizes the appointment of a 
committee empowered to prepare a detailed plan for such an 
event, which plan, approved by the Executive Committee, 
shall be carried out. 

Mr. E. S. Elliott: I move the report be re- 
ceived and its recommendation adopted. 

The motion received a second and was unani- 
mously carried. 

President-elect Schwarz: Mr. Phelps, president 
of the Minneapolis Chess, Checkers and Whist Club, 
di^sires to extend to the delegates an invitation on the 
part of the Minnetonka Yacht Club to take a little sail 
on the yachts at the lake. He will tell you just what 
he desires. 

(Cries of "Phelps.") 

Mr. E. J. Phelps : 

Gentlemen — Most of you were, I think, with us on Monday 
and saw the beauties of Lake Minnetonka from the decks of the 
steamer City of St. Louis. One of the principal features of 
the lakeland of the Northwest in the genteel sporting line is 
the Minnetonka Yacht Club. I think I am correct in saying 
that the Minnetonka Yacht Club has the largest membership 
of any interior Yacht Club in the United States. I do not 
wish to state that as a fact, but 1 think it is correct. We 
have between three and four hundred members in the club, 
and between one and two hundred yachts in the fleet. In New 
York and all the Eastern states you have a number of yacht

clubs, A young man of 20 years will have a 20-£ooter ; when he 
is a little older a 30-footer ; and when he reaches our ages, per- 
haps a 75 or loo-footer. We, owing to our lake being a small 
body of water, are limited to boats not over 23 feet in length. 
The result is that our entire competition of racing here is in 
boats of that class. We have a very fine class of boats in 
that fleet. Our membership is composed of very pleasant 
professional and business men. Now the Minnetonka Yacht 
Club would be very much pleased to have as many of the 
Whist delegates as can make it convenient go out to the 
lake to-morrow afternoon, The train leaves at 1:30 o'clock 
being the same train that you went out on last Monday. We 
will meet you at the Club House and take you for a sail about 
the lake, and I can assure you gentlemen, that it is perfectly 
safe. All the boats are provided with air cans and are sailed 
by men who know how to sail them. Now, I would like to 
know, if possible, how many of the gentlemen here present, 
for instance, would accept the invitation. I do not wish to 
ask our fleet to come down to meet you and then have no 
one there to meet, and then have them talk to me for the next 
month about my whist fleet who were to be there and did not 
appear. We think that this would be a very pleasant outing, 
and if you will kindly rise to your feet — all those who wish 
to go — I will be glad to see how many there are. You will 
have to leave here at 1:30 in the afternoon, and returning, 
leave the St. Louis Hotel at 6:00 o'clock in the afternoon. 
There is to be a yacht race of the Excelsior Yacht Club, 
which can be viewed from our yachts. Now I simply extend 
this invitation. I do not want to urge you to go, for I know 
you have been very busy during the week, but if you do, 
there is a very cordial invitation. I want to say that there is 
no danger of seasickness. If you will come out to-morrow 
afternoon we will meet you there with the boats. I wish to 
see as many of you as possible. Come, and please circulate 
the invitation among your friends, The train leaves the Mil- 
waukee depot at 1:30.

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Mr. E. L. Smith : I wish someone would go into 
it in detail and say to Mr. Phelps, and the Minnetonka 
Yacht Club, that if there is a small attendance it will 
undoubtedly occur, not from a lack of desire to attend, 
but from the fact that so many will be engaged in 
matches to-morrow afternoon. 

Mr. E. J. Phelps : Yes, I understand that, but if 
there is only one who wishes to go, we will give that 
one a pleasant outing. We can accommodate three 
times as many guests as there are at this convention, 
so do not be afraid of crowding us. (Applause.) 

Mr. Geo. H. Fish : I desire to offer the follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved, That this Congress recognizes the ability of 
the Press of the Twin Cities, and their humorous, yet kindly 
treatment will remain a pleasing memory. The attention 
they have given our whist matters is to be commended, and 
is hereby officially recognized. 

Mr, E. S. Elliott : Mr. Fish has been profoundly 
impressed with the ability of the press of the Twin 
Cities ever since they printed the likeness of his whis- 
kers. (Laughter.) I therefore move the adoption of 
his resolution. 

Mr. Henry A. Mandell : We did not hear the 
resolution. Will the Secretary please read it again. 

Assistant Recording Secretary Kribben here re- 
read the resolutton. 

A motion for its adoption was here put and carried 
unanimously. 
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Mr. Swain, of Milwaukee : Would it be in order 
to move that the portraits, as published, of some of 
our past presidents and directors be framed and 
hung up ? 

Vice -President-elect Barney : They ought to be 
hung, surely. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Elliott : I move that the thanks of this Con- 
gress be extended to the Minneapolis Whist Club and 
its President, Mr. Phelps, for the very courteous hos- 
pitality with which this Congress has been received 
and treated throughout the week. They have en- 
deared the name of Minneapolis to every whist player 
who has had the good fortune to attend this meeting. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. G. G. Willard : I desire to second the mo- 
tion offered by ex-President Elliott. I desire to say, 
not only on behalf of the Chicago Whist Club and its 
members, but in behalf of the members of almost 
every club with whom I have come in contact (and they 
have been many), that it has never in their experience 
been their good fortune to meet under such pleasant 
circumstances, to receive such delightful treatment, to 
all in all find such pleasant and enjoyable outing, made 
so by the efforts of the Minneapolis Whist Club, and 
particularly of Mr. Phelps, as they have received on 
this occasion. We doubt if we shall ever enjoy an 
outing so much again, and the resolution offered by 
Mr. Elliott, is one that I think should receive the 
heartiest approval of the members of the League 
present. 
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The Chairman : I call for a rising vote on this. 
A Member : Rise in your chairs, gentlemen. 

The Chairman here put the question and all in 
attendance stood up in their chairs. 

Mr. E. L. Smith: Right here I propose three 
cheers for the Minneapolis Whist Club and its grand 
President, Mr. Phelps. 

Three rousing cheers and a tiger were here given 
for Mr. Phelps. 

(Cries of " Phelps.) 

Mr. E. J. Phelps (Standing up in his chair) : 

Gentlemen — 

I feel so elevated (laughter) by the very kind expression 
contained in the resolution and the ** lofty " manner in which 
it was adopted, that I feel I can scarcely stand high enough 
while I thank j'ou for the exceedingly cordial expression man- 
ifested. I said to you early in the week, that if your pleasure 
here was one-half as much in being with us as ours would be 
in having you with us, that we should certainly be very grate- 
ful indeed. I feel, from the pleasant expression of the gen- 
tlemen present, and those I have met during the week, that 
it is, perhaps, possible that your enjoyment has almost 
equaled our own. I wish to thank you on behalf of the 
Whist Club, gentlemen, for the exceedingly cordial testimo- 
nial here, and also for myself personally, which I hardly 
think is warranted by my esteemed friend from Chicago. I 
can assure you, gentlemen, that this has been one of the 
pieasantest experiences of my life in meeting the Whist dele- 
gates of this Congress. I feel very much as does my friend 
MoRSEj from Boston, that it is an honor to be associated with 
gentlemen of the character and ability of those that I see 
before me. Just one word of taffy for you. I am not one of 
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them, because this does not apply to me. I was reading 
awhile ago something regarding whist, and the article said 
that to play this fine game well required not only a higher 
order of mental and intellectual power, but much study and 
practice as well. Consequently the attention of the peojple 
of the finest type of mind is given to this game. Now, gen- 
tlemen, if this is a fact, and I believe it is, think of the men- 
tality that is seated here before me. I can say this modestly, 
because when you look at my score you will see that I do not 
play that kind of a game. It seems to me that it is one of 
the pleasantest past-times — engaging in a game of whist. 

Again I thank you for your kind expressions. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Henry A. Mandell: There is a small band 
of men whose work has been very arduous, but whose 
work has gone along so smoothly that very few here 
know the amount of work that has been done by that 
body of men. I refer to Mr. Briggs. the chairman of 
the Tournament Committee, who has worked night 
and day. He has besides, played a course in some of 
the contests, and I move that a vote of thanks be 
returned to the Tournament Committee for its very 
successful and arduous work. 

Mr. E. L. Smith : I second the motion. 

The motion was put and carried unanimously. 

Vice-President-elect Barney: Mr. President, I 
move you that we do now adjourn until to-morrow at 
II o'clock.

CLOSING SESSION. 

The meeting was called to order at 1 1 105 a. m., 
President Schwarz presiding.

Recording Secretary Kribben here read the min- 
utes of meeting held June 2 1 . 

Vice-president Barney : I move the minutes as 
read be approved.

Corresponding Secretary Weems: I move that 
the thanks of this Congress be extended to the Amer- 
ican Playing Card Co., of Kalamazoo, for its donation 
of cards for the use of the delegates during the Con- 
gress just held, and that the secretary be instructed to 
put that motion in the proper form and transmit a 
copy of it to the company. 

Motion seconded. 

. Vice-president Barney : I also second that mo- 
tion. I think that we never have been so generously 
treated in the matter of cards since the formation of 
the League as we have been this year. The Ameri- 
can Playing Card Co., of Kalamazoo, have donated 
six gross of cards of their recent manufacture for the 
use of this Congress. It is a very generous act on 
their part, and I think it should be recognized in the 
way suggested. 
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I should also like to add the name of Ihling Bros. 
& Everard, of Kalamazoo, for their generosity in fur- 
nishing the large number of trays required for the 
matches pf this Congress. 

The motion was seconded and unanimausly 
adopted. 

Vice-president Barney : I move that the thanks 
of this Congress be extended to the Commercial Club 
of Minneapolis, to the Minneapolis Club, and to the 
Minnesota Club of St. Paul, for the courtesies ex- 
tended to the delegates at this Congress. 

Mr. R. H. Weems : I second the motion. 

The motion prevailed unanimously. 

Vice-president Barney : At the last Congress general 
rules were adopted for the playing of matches for the A. W. 
L. trophy, and the details were left to the Executive Com- 
mittee. After playing under those rules, and the rules 
adopted under them by the Executive Committee during the 
present year, certain changes have seemed to be desirable, 
and the Executive Committee have made a revision of the 
rules. In that it contemplates several variations from the 
general rules adopted by the last Congress, your attention 
is called to the matter by the Executive Committee. These 
changes in the general rules are : 

First, a provision by which the President of the League 
is authorized to designate some other person to represent 
him in the matter of appointing umpires and in the matter of 
receiving challenges and notifying clubs. This has been 
found almost necessary when the matches are being held in 
a portion of the country at some distance from the residence 
of the President. 
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In the second place, a verbal correction in the 7th gen- 
eral rule, making it to read, ^<Once a fortnight " instead of 
"Twice in the month.*' As the rule now reads the holders 
** shall not be required to play earlier than October 15, nor 
more frequently than twice in one month." If the calendar 
month consisted of only four weeks it would be all right, but 
as it is sometimes desirable to play three times in a calendar 
month << once a fortnight'' is suggested instead of " twice a 
month." 

In the rules as adopted by the Executive Committee, 
these are the only substantial changes in the rules adopted 
by the Congress, and I move that the action of the Executive 
Committee in this matter be, and the same is hereby ap- 
proved by this Congress. 

Mr. R. H. Weems : I second the motion. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

The Recording Secretary then read the minutes of 
this meeting and they were approved. 

The President : Gentlemen, what is your further 
pleasure ? 

Vice-President Barney: If there is no further 
business to come before the Congress, I move that the 
Fifth American Whist Congress do now adjourn. 

The motion was seconded, put and carried.

ARTICLE I. 

NAME, OBJECT, DEVICE AND SEAL. 

Section i. The corporate name of this organization is 
the ** American Whist League."

Sec 4. The common Seal of the League shall be said

ARTICLE II. 

MEMBERSHIP.

bers, so long as they continue to be members of this organi- 
zation, viz :

Sec. 2. All members of this organization must assent to 
these By-Laws, and adopt as their standard the codes of laws 
promulgated by the League; provided, however, that clubs 
may adopt any rule requiring or permitting methods of scor- 
ing or of forming the table different from those prescribed in 
said laws. 

These codes of laws are : — 

I. The Laws of Whist, as revised and adopted at 

the Third American Whist Congress, 1893. 

II. The Etiquette of Whist, as adopted at the 

Third American Whist Congress, 1893. 

III. The Laws of Duplicate Whist, as adopted at 

the Fourth American Whist Congress, 1894. 

Sec. 3. Any organized whist club or other club at which 
the play of whist is a prominent feature, having a club room 
and not less than twenty male members, may, with the ap- 
proval of the Executive Committee, hereinafter provided for, 
become a member of the League on complying with the pro- 
visions of the preceding section. 

Sec. 4. Individual whist players may be admitted as 
Associate Members of the League by vote of the Executive 
Committee. ' 

Associate members shall have the rights of delegates at 
all meetings of the League so far only as to permit them to 
speak, make motions, serve on committees, and participate in 
contests for individuals ; but they shall not be eligible to 
office or privileged to vote unless they are otherwise qualified. 

Sec, 5. Individual whist players, on nomination by the 
Executive Committee, may be made Honorary Members of 
the League by the unanimous vote of any annual meeting. 

Honorary members shall not be liable for any fee, nor 
shall they be eligible to office or privileged to vote at any 
meeting of the League unless they are otherwise qualified. 
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ARTICLE III. 

AUXILIARY ASSOCIATIONS. 

Section i. Any ten or more clubs, at least three of 
which are members of the League, associated together for 
the purpose of promoting the game of whist in any particular 
locality, may, with the consent of the Executive Committee, 
at a regular meeting thereof, be admitted to the League as an 
Auxiliary Association. 

Sec 2. The Executive Committee shall assign to each 
such association such . territory as said committee shall deem 
expedient ; and no other such association shall be admitted 
within the territory so assigned ; provided, however, that the 
territory assign.ed to any such association may be altered 
at any time by the Executive Committee of the League at a 
regular meeting thereof, after sixty days* notice in writing. 

Sec. 3. Such associations may adopt any constitutions 
and by-laws not inconsistent with the charter and by-laws of 
the League ; provided, however, that the codes of laws pro- 
mulgated by the League shall be the standard of all such 
associations, subject to the same proviso as is set forth in 
section 2 of By-Law II. 

Sec 4. Such associations may include in their mem- 
bership League clubs and also clubs which are not individ- 
ually members of the League. 

Sec 5. Each such association shall be entitled to one 
representative to the Executive Committee of the League, 
with the privilege of the floor and of debate in matters rela- 
tive to such association. Such representatives shall be 
elected or appointed in such manner as such association shall 
respectively determine. 

ARTICLE IV. 

♦ ANNUAL DUES. 

Section i. Each auxiliary association shall annually 
pay to the Treasurer of the League, three (3) dollars for 
each club belonging to such association. 
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Sec. 2. Each League club shall annually pay to the 
treasurer of the League, ten (10) dollars ; provided, however, 
that League clubs which are also members of an auxil- 
iary association shall be entitled to a rebate on their annual 
dues equal to the amount paid for them by such association. 

Sec 3. Each associate member shall annually pay to 
the Treasurer of the League, two (2) dollars. 

Sec 4. All annual dues shall be due and payable in 
advance, on the first day of January in each year. 

Sec 5. The dues of all clubs and associate members 
now belonging to the League shall be adjusted to the first 
»^ day of January, 1896, by allowing one full calendar year from 
the first day of the month nearest the date of enrollment of 
such club or member, for each annual due heretofore paid by 
such club or member, charging 2l pro rata amount for any time 
which has not been paid for up to said first day of January, 
1896, and allowing a rebate on account of the dues for 1896, 
for any time that has been paid for beyond said date. 

All amounts to be paid, as aforesaid, to adjust dues to 
the first day of January, 1896, shall be due and payable on 
demand made therefor in writing by the Treasurer of the 
League. 

Sec. 6. All auxiliary associations, clubs, and associate 
members hereafter admitted to the League shall, on demand 
in writing made therefor by the Treasurer of the League, 
pay to him one-twelfth of the amount fixed as annual dues 
for each month from the first of the month nearest their 
enrollment up to the first of January following, and there- 
afterwards annual dues as above prescribed. 

Sec 7. If the annual fee of any auxiliary association. 
League club or associate member remains unpaid for three 
months after the same is due and payable, the Executive 
Committee of the League shall have power to suspend such 
delinquent after thirty days* notice. 

Such delinquent shall be subject to expulsion at any 
subsequent meeting of the League by a two- thirds vote j pro- 
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vided, however, that the suspension or expulsion of any aux- 
iliary association shall not affect the standing of any League 
club belonging thereto, which shall itself pay its full annual 
dues to the League. 

ARTICLE V. 

GENERAL OFFICERS. 

Section i. The General Officers of the League shall 
consist of a President, a Vice-President, a Treasurer, a Re- 
cording Secretary and a Corresponding Secretary. 

Sec. 2. The general officers shall be elected at the 
Annual Congresses, hereinafter provided for, and shall hold 
office for one year or until their successors are elected. 

Sec. 3. Vacancies occurring in the list of general offi- 
cers during any interim between Congresses, may be filled by 
the Executive Committee until the next Annual Congress. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the League and of the Executive Committee, and shall be 
ex-officio a member of all committees. 

At the end of his term of office, he shall become ex-officio 
a member of the Executive Committee, and shall remain a 
member thereof as long as he shall continue an active mem- 
ber of a club belonging to the League. • 

Sec. 5. The Vice-President shall perform the duties of 
the President in the absence of the President. 

Sec, 6. The Treasurer shall have charge of all funds of 
the League, subject to the direction of the Executive Com- 
mittee, and shall give bond in such amount as the Executive 
Committee shall determine. 

Sec. 7. The Recprding Secretary shall keep full rec- 
ords of all meetings of the League and of the Executive 
Committee, and shall perform such other duties as the Execu- 
tive Committee shall from time to time direct. 

Sec. 8. The Corresponding Secretary shall have charge 
of all correspondence between the Executive Committee and 
members of the League, shall preserve copies of all official 
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letters he writes and all correspondence he receives, and shall 
perform such other duties as the Executive Committee shall 
from time to time direct. 

ARTICLE VI. 

DIRECTORS. 

Section i. There shall be elected by the League, as 
hereinafter set forth, a Board of Directors, which shall not 
be less than twelve in number, which number may at any 
time be increased by any multiple of three. 

Sec. 2. The Directors heretofore elected shall hold 
office for the terms of one, two and three years, as heretofore 
allotted by the Executive Committee. 

Sec 3. The Directors hereafter elected shall hold office 
until the election of Directors at the Congress of the third 
year subsequent to their election, except in case of Directors 
elected to fill a vacancy, and also except as hereinafter pro- 
vided in case of an increase in the membership of the Board. 

Sec 4. In case a vacancy occurs in the Board of Direc- 
tors, the Executive Committee may fill the same until the 
next Annual Congress, at which time a Director shall be 
chosen for the balance of the unexpired term, if any. 

Sec 5. In case the number of the Board of Directors 
shall be increased at any Annual Congress, the additional 
Directors shall be divided into three classes to serve for one, 
two and three years, respectively, so that the three classes of 
Directors shall be maintained of equal numbers. 

ARTICLE VII. 

executive committee. 

Section i. The general officers, the Board of Directors, 
and such other persons as are by these By-Laws provided, 
shall together constitute an Executive Committee or Board 
of Government. 
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Sec. 2. The ExecuriTe Coaiacittec shall have full con- 
trol and management of the business of the League, subject, 
however, at all time to the will of the League as expressed 
by a vote of an\- Congress or other meeting of the League. 

Sec 3- Five members of the Executive Committee shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

MEETINGS or THE LEAGUE. 

Sectiox I. There shall be held annually, at such time 
and place as the Executive Committee shall appoint, a meet- 
ing of the League to be known as an "'American Whist 
Congress." 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the League ma\' be called 
at any time b}' the President at the direction of the Execu- 
tive Committee. * 

Sec. 3. At all meetings of the League, each League 
club shall be entitled to send as many delegates as it desires, 
but each delegation shall be entitled on a roll call to one vote 
only, which shall be cast by a majority of the delegations 
present at the time when the vote is taken. 

No club shall be entitled to send an}- person as a dele- 
gate who is not a member of such Club, and no person shall 
on a roll call vote for more than one club. 

Sec. 4. At all meetings of the League, each auxiliary 
association shall be entitled to send as many delegates as it 
desires. Such delegates shall have the rights of associate 
members. 

Sec. 5. Each club and auxiliary association may make 
such provisions as it deems expedient with regard to alter- 
nates and filling vacancies in their respective delegations. 

Sec. 6. At any meeting of the League, the roll shall be 
called on any question at the request of the delegations rep- 
resenting any three League clubs. 
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Sec. 7. At all meetings of the League, delegates 
authorized to cast twenty votes on a roll call shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Sec. 8. Robert's Rules of Order shall be the standard 
on all questions of parliamentary practice at meetings of the 
League. 

Sec 9. At the opening of each Congress, the following 
committees shall be appointed by the President : 

I. A Committee on Finance. 



A Committee on Nominations. 
A Committee on Laws. 
A Committee on By-Laws. 
A Reception Committee. 
A Press Committee. 



These committees shall consist of three, five or seven 
members, as shall be determined by the President ; and all 
matters introduced at the Congress appertaining to matters of 
finance and all proposed amendments to the Laws or By- 
Laws shall first be referred to the appropriate committee 
without debate. 

There shall also be appointed by each Congress a Com- 
mittee on Credentials, of which the Recording Secretary 
shall be Chairman. 

Sec. 10. Arrangements shall be made by the Executive 
Committee for the following contests at each Congress : 

1. A contest for teams of four representing League 

clubs. 

2. A contest for teams of two representing League 

clubs. 

3. A contest for teams representing auxiliary asso- 

ciations. 

4. Such other contests as the Executive Com- 

mittee shall deem expedient. 
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ARTICLE IX. 

OFFICIAL ORGAN. 

Section i. The monthly periodical published in Mil- 
waukee under the name of "Whist," shall be the official 
organ of the League for the publication of all notices and 
other communications to the members of the League. 

Sec 2. The Executive Committee may at any time elect 
the editor of the official organ of the League a member of 
said committee for a term ending with the adjournment of the 
next Annual Congress. 

ARTICLE X. 

JUDGES OF APPEALS. 

Section i. There shall be a board of three Judges of 
Appeals, whose duty it shall be to consider and decide all 
questions concerning the interpretation or application of the 
Laws referred to them by any member of the League. Their 
decisions shall be published in the official organ of the League. 

Sec. 2. The first three members of the board shall be 
elected by the Executive Committee for terms of one, two, 
and three years respectively ; and thereafterwards the Execu- 
tive Committee shall annually at its first regular meeting elect 
one member of the board for the term of three years. 

Vacancies occurring in the board may be filled by the 
Executive Committee for the balance of the unexpired term. 

ARTICLE XI. 

amendments. 

Section i. Propositions to amend either of the codes of 
laws or to amend these By-Laws may be made in writing at 
any meeting of the League, but it shall require a two-thirds 
vote upon a roll call to adopt such amendment. 

Sec 2. Amendments to the codes of laws shall go into 
effect sixty days after the adjournment of the meeting of the 
League at which they are adopted.

THE LAWS OF WHIST. 



AS REVISED AND ADOPTED AT THE 



THIRD AMERICAN WHIST CONGRESS, 1893. 



THE GAMB. 

1. A game consists of seven points, each trick above six 
counting one. The value of the game is determined by 
deducting the losers* score from seven. 

FORMING THE TABLE. 

2. Those first in the room have the preference. If, by 
reason of two or more arriving at the same time, more than 
four assemble, the preference among the last comers is deter- 
mined by cutting, a lower cut giving the preference over all 
cutting higher, A complete table consists of six; the four 
having the preference play. Partners are determined by cut- 
ting ; the highest two play against the lowest two ; the lowest 
deals and has the choice of seats and cards. 

3. If two players cut intermediate cards of equal value, 
they cut again ; the lower of the new cut plays with the 
original lowest. 

4. If three players cut cards of equal value, they cut 
again. If the fourth has cut the highest card, the lowest two 
of the new cut are partners and the lowest deals. If the 
fourth has cut the lowest card he deals, and the highest two 
of the new cut are partners. 

5 
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5. At the end of a game, if there are more than four 
belonging to the table, a sufficient number of the players 
retire to admit those awaiting their turn to play. In deter- 
mining which players remain in, those who have played a less 
number of consecutive games have the preference over all 
who have played a greater number ; between two or more 
who have played an equal number, the preference is deter- 
mined by cutting, a lower cut giving the preference over all 
cutting higher. 

6. To entitle one to enter a table, he must declare his 
intention to do so before any one of the players has cut for 
purpose of commencing a new game or of cutting out. 

CUTTINQ. 

7. In cutting, the ace is the lowest card. All must cut 
from the same pack. If a player exposes more than one card 
he must cut again. Drawing cards from the outspread pack 
may be resorted to in place of cutting. 

SHUFFUNa. 

8. Before every deal, the cards must be shuffled. When 
two packs are used, the dealer's partner must collect and 
shuffle the cards for the ensuing deal and place them at his 
right hand. In all cases the dealer may shuffle last. 

9. A pack must not be shuffled during the play of a 
hand, nor so as to expose the face of any card. 

OUTTINQ TO THB DEAIiBR. 

10. The dealer must present the pack to his right hand 
adversary to be cut ; the adversary must take a portion from 
the top of the pack and place it towards the dealer ; at least 
four cards must be left in each packet ; the dealer must 
reunite the packets by placing the one not removed in cutting 
upon the other. 

11. If in cutting or in reuniting the separate packets, a 
card is exposed, the pack must be reshuffled by the dealer 
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and cut again ; if there is any confusion of the cards or doubt 
as to the place where the pack was separated, there must be a 
new cut. 

12. If the dealer reshuffles the pack after it has been 
properly cut, he loses his deal. 

DBAIiZNG. 

13. When the pack has been properly cut and reunited, 
the dealer must distribute the cards, one at a time, to each 
player in regular rotation, beginning at his left. The last, 
which is the trump card, must be turned up before the dealer. 
At the end of the hand, or when the deal is lost, the deal 
passes to the player next to the dealer on his left, and so on 
to each in turn. 

14. There must be a new deal by the same dealer : — 

I. If any card except the last is faced in the pack. 

II. If, during the deal or during the play of the 

hand, the pack is proved incorrect or imper- 
fect ; but any prior score made with that pack 
shall stand. 

15. If, during the deal, a card is exposed, the side not 
in fault may demand a new deal, provided neither of that side 
has touched a card. If a new deal does not take place, the 
exposed card is not liable to be called. 

16. Any one dealing out of turn or with his adversaries' 
pack may be stopped before the trump card is turned, after 
which, the deal is valid, and the packs, if changed, so remain. 

MISDBAIilNa. 

17. It is a misdeal : — 

I. If the dealer omits to have the pack cut and his 

adversaries discover the error before the 
trump card is turned and before looking at 
any of their cards. 

II. If he deals a card incorrectly and fails to cor- 

regt the error before dealing another. 
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III. If he counts the cards on the table or in the re- 

mainder of the pack. 

IV. If, having a perfect pack, he does not deal to 

each player the proper number of cards, and 
the error is discovered before all have played 
to the first trick, 
v. If he looks at the trump card before the deal is 

completed. 
VI. If he places the trump card face downward upon 
his own or any other player's cards. 
A misdeal loses the deal, unless, during the deal, either 
of the adversaries touches a card or in any other manner in- 
terrupts the dealer. 

THE TRUMP CARD. 

1 8. The dealer must leave the trump card face upwards 
on the table until it is his turn to play to the first trick ; if it 
is left on the table until after the second trick has been turned 
and quitted, it is liable to be called. After it has been law- 
fully taken up, it must not be named, and any player naming 
it is liable to have his highest or his lowest trump called by 
either adversary. The player may, however, ask what the 
trump suit is. 

IRBEaniiARITIBS IN THB HANDS. 

19. If, at any time after all have played to the first trick, 
the pack being perfect, a player is found to have either more 
or less than his correct number of cards, and his adversaries 
have their right number, the latter, upon the discovery of 
such surplus or deficiency, may consult, and shall have the 

choice — 

I. To have a new deal. 

II. To have the hand played out, in which case the 

surplus or missing card or cards are not taken 
into account. 
If either of the adversaries also has more or less than his 
correct number, there must be a new deal. 
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If any player has a surplus card by reason of an 
omission to play to a trick, his adversaries can exercise the 
foregoing privilege only after he has played to the trick fol- 
lowing the one in which such omission occurred. 

CABDS LIABIiB TO BB CALLED. 

20. The following cards are liable to be called by either 
adversary : — 

I. Every card faced upon the table otherwise 

than in the regular course of play, but not 
including a card led out of turn. 

II. Every card thrown with the one led or played 

to the current trick. The player must indi- 
cate the one led or played. 

III. Every card so held by a player that his part- 

ner sees any portion 'of its face. 

IV. All the cards in a hand lowered or shown by a 

player so that his partner sees more than one 
card of it. 

V. Every card named by the player holding it. 

21. All cards liable to be called must be placed and left 
face upwards on the table. A player must lead or play them 
when called, provided he can do so without revoking. The 
call may be repeated at each trick until the card is played. 
A player cannot be prevented from leading or playing a card 
liable to be called ; if he can get rid of it in the course of 
play, no penalty remains. 

22. If a player leads a card better than any his adver- 
saries hold of the suit, and then leads one or more other 
cards without waiting for his partner to play, the latter may 
be called upon by either adversary to take the first trick, and 
the other cards thus improperly played are liable to be called; 
it makes no difference whether he plays them one after the 
other, or throws them all on the table together, after the first 
card is played, the others are liable to be called. 
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23. A player having a card liable to be called must not 
play another until the adversaries have stated whether or not 
they wish to call the card liable to the penalty. If he plays 
another card without awaiting the decision of the adversa- 

'ries, such other card also is liable to be called. 

liEADINQ OUT OF TURN. 

24. If any player leads out of turn, a suit may be called 
from him or his partner the first time it is the turn of either 
of them to lead. The penalty can be enforced only by the 
adversary on the right of the player from whom a suit can 
lawfully be called. 

If a player, so called on to lead a suit, has none of it, 
or if all have played to the false lead, no penalty can be en- 
forced. If all have not played to the trick, the cards erro- 
neously played to such false lead are not liable to be called 
and must be taken back. 

PLAYINQ OUT OF TURN. 

25. If the third hand plays before the second, the 
fourth hand also may play before the second. 

26. If the third hand has not played, and the fourth 
hand plays before the second, the latter may be called upon 
by the third hand to play his highest or lowest card of the 
suit led or, if he has none, to trump or not to trump the 
trick. 

ABANDONED HANDS. 

27. If all four players throw their cards on the table, 
face upwards, no further play of that hand is permitted. The 
result of the hand, as then claimed or admitted, is estab- 
lished, provided that, if a revoke is discovered, the revoke 
penalty attaches. 

BEVOKINQ. 

28. A revoke is a renounce in error not corrected in 
time. A player renounces in error, when, holding one or 
more cards of the suit led, he plays a card of a different suit. 
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A renounce in error may be corrected by the player mak- 
ing it, before the trick in which it occurs has been turned and 
quitted, unless either he or his partner, whether in his right 
turn or otherwise, has led or played to the following trick, or 
unless his partner has asked whether or not he has any of the 
suit renounced. 

29. If a player corrects his mistake in time to save a 
revoke, the card improperly played by him is liable to be 
called; any player or players, who have played after him, 
may withdraw their cards and substitute others; the cards so 
withdrawn are not liable to be called. 

30. The penalty for revoking is the transfer of two 
tricks from the revoking side to their adversaries ; it can be 
enforced for as many revokes as occur during the hand. The 
revoking side cannot win the game in that hand ; if both 
sides revoke, neither can win the game in that hand. 

31. The revoking player and his partner may require 
the hand in which the revoke has been made, to be played 
out, and score all points made by them up to the score of six. 

32. At the end of a hand, the claimants of a revoke 
may search all the tricks. If the cards have been mixed, the 
claim may be urged and proved, if possible ; but no proof is 
necessary and the revoke is established, if, after it has been 
claimed, the accused player or his partner mixes the cards 
before they have been examined to the satisfaction of the ad- 
versaries. 

33. The revoke can be claimed at any time before the 
cards have been presented and cut for the following deal, but 
not thereafter. 

MISCBLLANBOUS. 

34. Any one, during the play of a trick and before the 
cards have been touched for the purpose of gathering them 
together, may demand that the players draw their cards. 

35. If any one, prior to his partner playing, calls atten- 
tion in any manner to the trick or to the score, the adversary 
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last to play to the trick may require the offender's partner to 
play his highest or lowest of the suit led or, if he has none, 
to trump or not to trump the trick. 

36. If any player says, *'I can win the rest,'* ''The 
rest are ours," "We have the game,'* or words to that effect, 
his parner's cards must be laid upon the table and are liable 
to be called. 

37. When a trick has been turned and quitted, it must 
not again be seen until after the hand has been played. A 
violation of this law subjects the offender's side to the same 
penalty as in case of a lead out of turn. 

38. If a player is lawfully called upon to play the high- 
est or lowest of a suit, or to trump or not to trump a trick, or 
to lead a suit, and unnecessarily fails to comply, he is liable 
to the same penalty as if he had revoked. 

39. In all cases where a penalty has been incurred, 
the offender must await the decision of the adversaries. If 
either of them, with or without his partner's consent, demands 
a penalty, to which they are entitled, such decision is final. 
If the wrong adversary demands a penalty or a wrong penalty 
is demanded, none can be enforced.

THE ETIQUETTE OF WHIST. 



AS ADOPTED BY THE 



THIRD AMERICAN WHIST CONGRESS, 1893. 



The following rules belong to the established code 
of Whist Etiquette. They are formulated with a view 
to discourage and repress certain improprieties of 
conduct, therein pointed out, which are not reached by 
the laws. The courtesy which marks the intercourse 
of gentlemen will regulate other more obvious cases : 

1. No conversation should be indulged in during the 
play except such as is allowed by the laws of the game. 

2. No player should in any manner whatsoever give 
any intimation as to the state of his hand or of the game, or 
of approval or disapproval of a play. 

3. No player should lead until the preceding trick is 
turned and quitted. 

4. No player should, after having led a winning card, 
draw a card from his hand for another lead until his partner 
has played to the current trick. 

5. No player should play a card in any manner so as to 
call particular attention to it, nor should he demand that the 
cards be placed in order to attract the attention of his partner. 
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6. No player should purposely incur a penalty because 
he is willing to pay it, nor should he make a second revoke 
in order to conceal one previously made. 

7. No player should take advantage of information 
imparted by his partner through a breach of etiquette. 

8. No player should object to referring a disputed ques- 
tion of fact to a bystander who professes himself uninterested 
in the result of the game and able to decide the question. 

9. Bystanders should not in any manner call attention 
to or give any intimation concerning the play or the state of 
the game, during the play of a hand. They should not look 
over the hand of a player without his permission ; nor should 
they walk around the table to look at the different hands.

THE LAWS OF DUPLICATE WHIST 



AS ADOPTBD BY THB 



FOURTH AMERICAN WHIST CONGRESS, 1894. 



Duplicate Whist is governed by the laws of Whist, 
except in so far as they are modified by the following 
Special Laws : 

THE QAME AND THE SCORE. 

(jz) A game or match consists of any agreed number of 
deals, each of which is played once only by each player. 

The contesting teams must be of the same number, but 
may each consist of any agreed number of pairs, one-half of 
which, or as near thereto as possible, sit north and south, the 
other half east and west. 

Every trick taken is scored, and the match is determined 
by a comparison of the aggregate scores won by the compet- 
ing teams. In case the teams consist of an odd number of 
pairs, each team, in making up such aggregate, adds, as 
though won by it, the average score of all the pairs seated in 
the positions opposite to its odd pair. 

Each side keeps its own score, and it is the duty of the 
north and south players at each table to compare the scores 
there made and see that they correspond. In case they fail 
to perform this duty, the east and west scores are taken as 
correct, and the north and south scores made to correspond 
thereto. 
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In a match between two teams, the team which wins a 
majority of all the tricks, scores the match as won by that 
number of tricks which it has taken in excess of one-half the 
total. 

In a match between more than two teams, each team 
wins or loses, as the case may be, by the number of tricks 
which its aggregate score exceeds or falls short of the average 
score of all the competing teams. 

In taking averages, fractions are disregarded and the 
nearest whole number taken, one-half counting as a whole, 
unless it is necessary to take the fraction into account to 
avoid a tie, in which case the match is scored as won by *' the 
fraction of a trick." 

FORMING THE TABLB. 

(d) Tables may be formed by cutting or by agreement. 

In two-table duplicate, if the tables are formed by cut- 
ting, the four having the preference play at one table, and 
the next four at the other. The highest two at one table are 
partners with the lowest two at the other. The highest two 
at each table sit north and south ; the lowest two east and 
west. 

DBAIilNG AND MISDEALINa. 

(c) The deal is never lost ; in case of a misdeal, or of 
the exposure of a card during the deal, the cards must be 
redealt by the same player. 

THE TRUMP CARD. 

(d) The trump card must be recorded before the play 
begins on a slip provided for that purpose. When the deal 
has been played, the slip on which the trump card has been 
recorded must be placed by the dealer on the top of his 
cards, but the trump card must not be again turned until the 
hands are taken up for the purpose of overplaying them, at 
which time it must be turned and left face upwards on the 
table until it is the dealer's turn to play to the first trick* 
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The slip on which the trump card is recorded must be turned 
face downwards as soon as the trump card is taken up by the 
dealer. 

IBRBGULABITIBS IN THB HANDS. 

{/) If a player is found to have either more or less than 
his correct number of cards, the course to be pursued is 
determined by the time at which the irregularity is dis- 
covered. 

I. Where the irregularity is discovered before or dur- 
ing the original play of a hand : — 

There must be a new deal. 

II. Where the irregularity is discovered when the hand 
is taken up for overplay, and before such overplay has 
begun : — 

The band in which the irregularity is so discovered must 
be sent back to the table from which it was last received and 
the error be there rectified. 

HI. Where the irregularity is not discovered until after 
the overplay has begun : — 

In two-table duplicate there must be a new deal ; but, in 
a game in which the same hands are played at more than two 
tables, the hands must be rectified as above, and then passed 
to the next table without overplay at the table at which the 
error was discovered, in. which case, if a player had a defi- 
ciency and his adversary the corresponding surplus, each 
team takes the average score for that deal ; if, however, his 
partner had the corresponding surplus, his team is given the 
lowest score made at any table for that deal. 

PLAYING THB CARDS. 

(/) Each player, when it is his turn to play, must place 
his card face upwards, before him, and towards the center of 
the table, and allow it to remain upon the table in this posi- 
tion until all have played to the trick, when he must turn it 
over and place it face downwards, and nearer to himself, 
placing each successive card, as he turns it, on top of the 
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last card previously turned by him. After he has played his 
card, and also after he has turned it, he must quit it by re- 
moving his hand. 

A trick is turned and quitted when all four players have 
turned and quitted their respective cards. 

I'he cards must be left in the order in which they were 
played until the scores for the deal are recorded. 

CLAIMINa A REVOKE. 

(g) A revoke may be claimed at any time before the last 
trick of the deal it which it occurs has been turned and 
quitted and the scores of that deal recorded, but not there- 
after. 



SINGLE-TABLE OR MNEMONIC DUPLICATE. 

The Laws of Duplicate Whist govern, where 
applicable, except as follows: 

Each player plays each deal twice, the second time play- 
ing a hand previously played by an adversary. 

Instead of turning the trump, a single suit may be de- 
clared trumps for the game. 

On the overplay, the cards may be gathered into tricks 
instead of playing them as required by Law (/). 

In case of the discovery of an irregularity in the hands, 
there must always be a new deal.

RECORDING SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

To the Fifth American Whist Congress: 

At the first American Whist Congress, 1891, twenty-five 
clubs were represented at the opening session, and at various 
times during the Congress representatives from thirty-nine 
clubs participated, although many of the delegates were with- 
out special authority from their clubs. 

Of these thirty-nine clubs, twenty-five joined the League 
before the assembling of the second Congress, as did also 
twenty-three clubs not represented at the first Congress, 
making the membership at the end of the first year forty- 
eight. 

During the second year no club withdrew from the 
League, although the Englewood Whist Club had been ab- 
sorbed by the new Chicago Whist Club and had practically 
disbanded; twenty-one clubs joined during the year, making 
the membership sixty-nine. 

During the third year five clubs withdrew or disbanded 
and thirty-one joined, making the membership ninety-five 
when we assembled in Philadelphia at the Fourth Congress. 

During the year past we have lost eleven clubs and have 
received forty-four, making one hundred twenty-eight the 
present membership.

CORRESPONDING SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

To the Fifth American Whist Congress : 

In accordance with the recently-adopted rules of the 
Executive Committee, it has been the duty of the Correspond- 
ing Secretary to submit an annual report of the statistics of 
the League. 

The making of such a report, however, is greatly com- 
plicated by the diversity of the character of the clubs belong- 
ing to the League under the very elastic provisions of its 
fundamental laws. 

Our membership embraces, on the one hand, clubs organ- 
ized solely for the purpose of promoting the game of whist, 
or of whist with its kindred games of chess and checkers, and, 
on the other, social or athletic clubs, in which whist is 
only an incidental feature, and in which the number especially 
devoted to the game is only a small proportion of the mem- 
bership. 

In some cases, the whist element in these social or ath- 
letic clubs has been organized within the parent club, and the 
auxiliary only has joined the League. Manifestly, the rela- 
tionship of the non-whist-playing members to the League is, 
in reality, little different whether the parent club or its de- 
partmental organization holds our charter ; although in the 
former case they are nominally members of the League. 

Further complexity is occasioned by the fact that clubs 
organized for a more restricted purpose have developed, in re- 
ality, into social clubs, in which the members devoted to the 
game or games for which the club was formed are but a frac- 
tion of the total membership ; for instance, the Rochester 
Whist Club, with four hundred and eighty members, reports 
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about one hundred whist players, and the New Orleans Chess, 
Checkers and Whist Club reports seven hundred members 
and forty whist players. On the other hand, the Hamilton 
Club, of Philadelphia, although nominally a social club under 
the provisions of its charter, is, in reality, as thoroughly a 
whist club as any on our rolls. 

The labor of compiling a report has been greatly in- 
creased by the difficulty of obtaining from some of our clubs 
any official report. In connection with this subject, the at- 
tention of our members is called to the importance of promptly 
informing the officers of the League of any change in the 
officers of the local club or in their postoffice address. 

The League is now composed of fifty-five independent 
whist clubs, thirteen whist clubs which are departments of 
other clubs, five chess and whist, or chess, checkers and whist 
clubs, forty-eight social clubs, and seven athletic clubs. 
Their membership is as follows :

Trophy is offered for the pair contest by the Minneapolis Chess, Checker 
and Whist Club. 

The Minneapolis Chess, Checker and Whist Club will give to the vis- 
iting delegates an outing on Monday, June 17, the only open date, and for 
that reason request that the delegates will, if possible, reach Minneapolis 
not later than Sunday, June 16. 

It is earnestly hoped that every League Club will be represented by a 
large number of delegates and players, and the reception committee desires 
through you to extend a most hearty invitation to every member of your 
club to be present and participate. 

We take pleasure in announcing that Minneapolis has a large circle of 
lady whist players who desire to entertain the ladies who attend the Con- 
gress. It is hoped that there will be a large attendence, in which event 
several matches will be arranged and suitable prizes awarded. 

Arrangements have been made with the West Hotel to secure desirable 
accommodations at special rates. The rates will vary from $3.00 upward 
per day, American plan, in accordance with the nature of accommodations 
desired. A reduction of 50c. per day will be granted on all but the $3.00 
rate. Provided two or more occupy the same room the same reduction 
will be extended to the $3.00 rate. Rooms with baths 50c. extra per day. 

Your attention is called to the fact that the Western Lines Passenger 
Association — which includes all the lines between Chicago and Minneap- 
olis, and lines in the territory between Chicago and the Missouri River — 
has authorized an excursion rates to Minneapolis and return on what is 
known as the "certificate plan," which means that one-way tickets to Min- 
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neapolis purchased of any of these lines at regular one-way rates, at Mil- 
waukee, Chicago, Peoria, St. Louis, Kansas City. Omaha, Council Blufifs, 
Sioux City and points intermediate between those and Minneapolis, on 
June 15, 16 or 17, will entitle holders to return to the points where tickets 
are purchased at one-third of the regular one-way rate, leaving Minneap- 
olis any day up to and including June 26. In purchasing such one-wa.y 
tickets to Minneapolis ask agents to issue receipt certificates therewith, 
which credentials will secure one-third fare return rate. 

It is understood that the Central Trafi&c and Trunk Lines Railway 
Associations east of Chicago are considering the question of similar rate to 
Minneapolis and return in their territory. Result of their action will be 
known to eastern clubs or announced later. If no regular excursion rate 
is made for those coming from points east and south of Chicago, however, 
clubs should arrange for their transportation at the best available rates 
with individual lines up to the points named above and return, bearing in 
mind that from the above points the one and one-third fare excursion rate 
will be available. 

This committee trusts that the large number of delegates and players 
coming through Chicago will, so far as possible, rendezvous at that point 
not later than Saturday, June 15, in order that they may leave Chicago on 
evening trains of that date and reach Minneapolis Sunday morning. 

The Northern Pacific will confer with the Pacific Coast clubs, and it 
is confidently hoped that they may grant a rate which will assure a large 
attendance from that quarter of the League. 

The committee will consider it a favor if you will, at the earliest pos- 
sible date, return the enclosed blanks, giving the names of those of your 
members who have already determined to attend.

7. In all matches, clubs from the West will be drawn, 
so far as practicable, against clubs from the East. 

8. Any team not ready to start play within ten minutes 
after the time designated for commencing the play, may be 
defaulted by the portion of the Tournament Committee in 
charge of that match. 

9. No person except the players, the members of the 
Tournament and Executive Committees, and the Recorders, 
will be allowed in the rooms in which a match game takes 
placs, while it is in progress, unless the consent of the 
competing teams thereto be first had and obtained. 

10. All questions arising out of or as a result of. any 
match will be decided by the Tournament Committee. 
Should there be time for appeal to the Executive Committee, 
such appeal may be taken ; otherwise the decision of the 
Tournament Committee will be final. 

11. The Tournament Committee have the right to alter 
the rules in any matter of detail should the occasion, in their 
opinion, render it advisable so to do. 



RULES FOR HAMILTON CLUB TROPHY CONTEST. 

12. Entries will close Tuesday, June 18, at 10 a. m., at 
which time the drawings will be made. Entries must be 
made in the name of the club entering.

17. Matches will be divided into halves ; the first half 
will be played in the afternoon, and the last half in the even- 
ing. 

18. In case a match in the first, second or third rounds 
results in a tie, a play-off of twelve deals will at once take 
place.

APPENDIX M. 



RULES GOVERNING CONTESTS 

FOR THE 

American Whist League TrophB. 

As Amended by the Executive Committee of the League 
AND Ratified by the Fifth Congress, June 22, 1895. 



1. The A. W. L. Trophy shall be held by the club 
winning it at an annual Congress until the end of the follow- 
ing September; it shall be held subject to challenge as here- 
inafter set forth during the following October, November, 
December, January, February, March and April; it shall be 
held, from the end of April to the opening of the next Con- 
gress, by the winner of the last match played prior to the 
first day of May. 

2. The President of the League, or some person desig- 
nated by him, shall appoint an umpire to have charge of such 
challenge match. 

3. All challenges shall be sent to the President of the 
League, or to some person designated by him, and shall take 
rank in the order in which they are received, except that all 
challenges received prior to September ist shall rank as of 
the same date and take precedence by lot, and also except as 
hereinafter provided. 

4. Every League Club shall have the right to challenge. 

5. All challenge matches shall take place at the home 
of the holder, except as hereinafter provided. 
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6. The holder shall not be required to play for the 
trophy earlier than October 15th, nor more frequently than 
once a fortnight, without its consent. 

7. The trophy shall become the permanent property of 
the club that either — 

(a) Wins it at three annual tournaments; or 
(^) Wins it in twenty matches actually played. 

8. The challenging club having the precedence shall 
name the date of the match, and shall give not less than 
seven days* notice to the club then holding the trophy of- 
the date of the proposed match. The day so fixed for the 
first match shall be either the first or the second Saturday 
after October 15th, and for subsequent matches, shall be 
either the second or the third Saturday after the completion 
of the previous match, except that, in cases where no chal- 
lenge is pending at the time of the last match, the day fixed 
for a subsequent match shall be either the second or the third 
Saturday after the challenge therefor shall have been received; 
provided, however, that by the mutual consent of the chal- 
lenging and home clubs any match may be played on any day 
not later than the limits above fixed. 

9. In case the challenging club having the precedence 
fails to play within the times above specified, it shall forfeit 
its right of precedence, but it shall have the right to challenge 
again, such subsequent challenge to take rank as of the day 
it is received by the President, or the person designated by 
him. In case the home club shall fail to play any challenge 
match, and the challenging club has complied with these 
rules and is prepared and willing to play and announces itself 
ready to do so, the trophy shall be forfeited to such challeng- 
ing club. 

10. The Executive Committee shall annually designate 
a place and a time, about the middle of the winter season, 
for a match for a trophy between the West and the East. At 
such match, the holder shall have the right to represent its 
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section. Should it decide not to do so, the vacancy shall be 
filled by the Executive Committee, who shall also select the 
representative of the other section, provided no ex-holder 
has the right to represent it under the provisions of the 
following rule. 

11. The club holding the trophy at the beginning of a 
Congress, shall have the right to challenge the winner and to 
play the first challenge match in the following October. 
Should the winner be from a different section of the country 
from the ex-holder, the latter may elect either to become the 
first challenger, as provided for above, or to become the 
representative of its section in the mid-winter match, in case 
the trophy shall then be held in the other section. 

12. For the purposes of the foregoing provisions, the 
territory of the League is divided into two sections, the East 
and the West. The dividing line between these sections is 
the western boundary of the State of Pennsylvania from 
Lake Erie to the Ohio River, the Ohio River from the 
western boundary of Pennsylvania to the Mississippi River, 
and the Mississippi River from the Ohio River to the Gulf of 
Mexico, 

13. Matches shall be played under the system generally 
known as the <'two table'* or '*team of four game.*' 

14. Matches shall consist of forty-eight deals. 

15. Matches shall be divided into halves, the first half 
to be played in the afternoon and the last half to be played 
in the evening of the day designated for their play. 

16. In case of a tie, the umpire shall decide in what 
manner and at what time the tie shall be played off. In case 
either club refuses to play off a tie as decided by the umpire, 
the match shall be deemed to have been won by the club that 
is ready to play, and shall be so counted. 

17. The players shall change positions at every four 
deals according to the following schedule, in which the num- 
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bers I, 2, 3 and 4 represent the players of the challenging 
club, and the numbers 5, 6, 7 and 8 represent the players of 
the home club.

18. Players shall not be changed during a match except 
in case of illness or other unavoidable inability on their part 
to play, and then only with the approval of the umpire. 

19. A player must be a member of the club which he 
represents, and no player shall represent more than one club 
between any two consecutive Congresses. 

20. Afternoon play shall begin at 2:30 and evening. play 
at 8 o'clock, unless the completing clubs by mutual consent 
change these hours. 

21. The score shall be announced by the umpire at the 
end of each four deals, and the players shall not adopt any 
method of informing themselves of the state of the score at 
any other time during the progress of the match. 

22. A record of the play shall be taken at the request 
of either of the competing teams ; and, if such request is 
made, each player must leave the cards played by him in the 
trays in the order in which he played them. Such record 
shall be taken by two persons, one of whom is selected by the 
captain of each team ; and it shall be so taken as not to 
interfere with the play. After taking a record of the play of 
each deal, the recorders must shufHe the cards in each hand 
before they are replayed. 

25, No person except the players, the umpire, the 
recorders and members of the Executive Committee of the 
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League, shall be allowed in the rooms in which a match takes 
place, while it is in progress, unless the consent of both the 
competing teams thereto be first had and obtained. 

24. All questions arising out of or as a result of any 
match, shall be decided by the umpire, and his decision shall 
be final unless an appeal be taken therefrom within forty- 
eight hours after the rendition of his decision. Such appeal 
shall lie to the Judges of Appeals of the League, and their 
decision, or the decision of any two of them, with respect 
thereto, shall be final, 

25. Immediately upon the close of a match, the umpire 
shall report the result to the President of the League, or to 
the person designated by him.
